Abuse to support the availability of harm reduction 14,000
supplies to people who inject drugs (PWID) in lowa.

Supplies provided through this system are
intended to minimize the potential for
transmission of HIV and Hepatitis C, prevent
injection site bacterial and fungal
complications, allow for safe storage and
disposal of used injecting equipment, and
support wound care. No materials considered 4000
to be drug paraphernalia are supplied.

Fit Packs are small and
transportable sharps
containers aimed at
supporting the safe
storage and disposal of
used supplies for those
who do not have
immediate access to
traditional sharps

sterile syringes when
injecting. In the event that
new materials are not
readily available,
disinfecting equipment
with bleach can greatly
reduce the risk of HIV
